TWO CHARGED 
WITH MURDER 


TWO men have been charged with the alleged 
murder of a man from Leyton. 

Nana Oppong, 33, of no fixed abode and 
Adam Penny, 23, from Whitechapel, have been 
charged with the murder of Ashley Latty, 25. 

They were due to appear at The Old Bailey on 
Thursday. 

A third man, aged 29, has been bailed pend¬ 
ing further enquiries to a date in early July. 

Mr Latty died on Sunday following an 
alleged incident at The Beaver Centre, Selinas 
Lane, Dagenham. 

A post mortem examination confirmed the 
cause of death as multiple stab wounds. 


Half of people 
with dementia 
go untreated 

MORE than half of dementia sufferers in 
Barking and Dagenham received no treatment 
last year because their condition was undiag¬ 
nosed. 

Barking and Dagenham Council has launched 
a campaign to help more people receive help. 

The Dementia Friends Campaign also 
appealed for residents to become a Dementia 
Friend to those in need of help. 

Matthew Cole, director of public health, said 
the scale of the problem had been revealed by a 
recent survey. 

He said: “We are delighted to support this very 
important council campaign. In 2013, an esti¬ 
mated 1,537 people in Barking and Dagenham 
had dementia. 

“Of these, 669 were diagnosed with dementia 
and recorded on GP registers meaning that an 
estimated 868 people with dementia in the bor¬ 
ough were undiagnosed. 

“We urge residents to visit their GP if they 
notice any early symptoms for help and sup¬ 
port.” 

Extra services are to be made available to help 
support relatives and carers. In addition, the 
Alzheimer’s Society offers a dementia advisor 
who is based at the Memory Clinic in Broad 
Street, Dagenham. 

Mr Cole added: “Unfortunately there is still a 
lack of knowledge about dementia and we hope 
this campaign helps to raise awareness of the 
condition. People with dementia sometimes 
need a helping hand to go about their daily lives 
and so we urge residents to become a Dementia 
Friend so that they can help other people living 
with the condition, as well as provide a greater 
understanding of dementia in the community.”

A SOCIAL enterprise is putting the tea within 
community. 

The Hornbeam Cafe and Environmental Centre, 
in Hoe Street, Walthamstow, has been run mostly 
by volunteers for more than 20 years, providing 
advice and activities for residents. 

The building is an environment hub with produce 
grown in the borough being used to make breads, 
jams and preserves while soil in its gardens comes 
from farms in East Anglia registered with the Soil 
Association. The facility also promotes a trading 
scheme where people exchange unwanted items, is 
a collection point for the Eat or Heat food bank in 
Walthamstow and works in partnership with 
OrganicLea, in Chingford, which is London’s 
largest greenhouse project. 

Jenny Parker, who runs Norman Loves catering 
company in the cafe, took over the running of the 
kitchen in May. 

She said: “The building had previously suffered 
severe fire damage and it was given to an environ¬ 
mental group to promote green living more than 20 
years ago. The cafe and environment centre is a 
huge part of the community. The food we use here 
is grown across the borough for the people of the 
borough. We are here to promote a greener, sus¬ 
tainable way of living.”

Crusaders on a mission 



MASKED vigilantes are dri¬ 
ving around streets in 
Chingford to 'warn' motorists 
about the operations of council 
camera cars. 

No To Mob - a group of 
motorcyclists made famous by 
the BBC programme Parking 
Mad - was set up with the aim 
of trying to abolish Waltham 
Forest Council's camera cars, 
claiming they have targets for 
fines. 

The group, which has over 
1,000 volunteers in the UK, fol¬ 
low enforcement vehicles 
before warning motorists that 
they could be fined for offences 
that include parking on yellow 
lines, driving through no entry 
roads and turning right or left 
down restricted roads. 

Steve Barker, who works as a 
legal consultant, said: “We try 
to make motorists abide by the 
rules of the road before they are 
punished financially. We can 
only advise and educate. 

“Everyone makes a mistake, 
after all we are human, yet these 
cars hide, preying on these mis¬ 
takes to make money. 

“We help drivers avoid getting 
fines and falling victims to 
money making machines. We 
know some drivers have com¬ 
plete disregard for the rules and 
they should be fined by traffic 
wardens, not spy cameras.” 

The campaigner insists 
motorist, bus drivers and even 
police officers honk and cheer 
when they see the masked 
motorcyclists in operation. 

Mr Barker also warned there 
are a number of 'hot spots' in 
Chingford, including: 

The no left turn in Hall Lane, 

The no entry at Waverley 


Avenue, 

The restricted turn turn at 
Buxton Road, 

The restricted turn at 
Connaught Avenue. 

Restrictions in Willow Street. 

Hundreds of people, including 
retired professionals and even 
an ex-diplomat, joined No To 
Mob after watching the BBC 
show. 


A Waltham Forest Council 
spokesman said: “All of the 
camera cars that the council's 
contractor, NSL, use in the bor¬ 
ough are clearly marked and 
have cameras that extend from 
their roofs. As such, they are 
deliberately conspicuous. 

“Their remit does not include 
'hiding', even if that were possi¬ 
ble.”

ROLLS-ROYCE is paying tribute to Sir 
Malcolm Campbell and his water speed 
record breaking speedboat Bluebird with its 
latest bespoke collection. 

The luxury car-maker has chosen two fit¬ 
ting locations for the debuts of the car - the 
Phantom Drophead Coupe Waterspeed. 

In Britain, the collection is being unveiled 
on the site of the original Bluebird Motor 
Company - now the Bluebird Restaurant - 
on London’s King’s Road. The building was 
commissioned in 1923 to be Europe’s 
largest garage and was built in the era’s Art 
Deco style, which it preserves today. The 
business ultimately helped fund Campbell’s 
pursuit to wrest the water-speed record 
from its American holders. 

The car will then head to the Concorso 
d’Eleganza at Villa D’Este on the shores of 
Italy’s Lake Como, where it will be unveiled 
to the public for the first time. 

It was on the adjacent Lake Maggiore 
where, on September 1, 1937, Campbell 


established his legend, setting a world- 
record speed of 126.33mph in the Bluebird 
K3, powered by a Rolls-Royce R engine. 

Waterspeed Collection Phantom Drophead 
Coupes have bespoke design and engineer¬ 
ing features to create a contemporary tribute 
to Campbell’s famous craft. The car is fin¬ 
ished in a specially developed Maggiore 
Blue exterior paint, inspired by Bluebird’s 
colour scheme. Nine layers of paint are 
applied before a process of hand-sanding 
and powdered lacquer is undertaken to 
ensure a perfect finish. And, for the first time 
in Rolls-Royce history, the exterior finish 
extends to the engine. 

The finish also adorns the car’s eleven- 
spoke wheels and the exterior is topped off 
with a Bluebird motif that takes four hours to 
apply by hand. Further reference to 
Campbell’s craft is made via a new interpre¬ 
tation of the famous ‘power reserve’ dial. As 
the driver presses on, the dial moves back¬ 
wards towards a yellow and blue zone, 
echoing Campbell’s original K3 boat’s ‘going 
into the blue’ at maximum engine revs.
